Suppose the case of a man killed by negligence in a factory or 


in the public street. The corporation or peison responsible, alert 
to the instant, secures the names cf witnesses and the statements 
c-f their evidence. Representatives cf the dead man can find neith- 
er evidence nor the names of these who s&v the accident. The 
case ccmes on for trial; counsel has that evidence which in the af- 
fairs iof life, anywhere outside of the court of justice, would carry 
conviction that the cause was absolutely just. 
The court, con- 


strained by its rales, rejects the evidence. A nonsuit is imminent. 
Defendant's counsel, sitting in the courtroom, has in his file of 
papers the statements of witnesses who, if called, would establish 
the plaintiff's case. If the names are disclosed and the evidence 
given, the truth is revealed and justice is done. If the names are 
withheld, the truth is undisclosed, the judgment of the court will 
be founded upon error, and injustice and wrong are perpetrated. 
The truth lies within the reach of the coart, within its very pre- 
cincts. The judge has but to reach out his hand to take the paper 
which rests almost under his eya, cr to open the lips of an officer 
of his court, that-the truth may came fcrth and a righteous and 
just judgment be recorded. 


In short. \\Thipplc"s proposal is that the privilege of the lawyer 


who knows the facts about his client's case to remain .silent, and 
also the privilrg*- of a prisoner i i refine to testify, both !>e can- 
celed, and ea<-h be required to lay their cards on the lablr. face 
up. 


"It would," he points out, "b= necessary only in proper form 


for the legislatures to declare the duty of full, frank, candid dis- 
closure by attorneys and parties. Such a law would be made ef- 
fective if it provided that either side might file interrogatories 
tc the other, upon which the inteircgated party should be bound 
to make a full disclosure of the names of witnesses who have been
